Remembering  a  young  gentleman

Our  school  year  ended  in 
tremendous  shock  and 
grief  when  we  learned  on 
June  6  of  the  tragic  accidental 
death  ofAditya  Pathak,  a  Grade  9 
student  in  his  third  year  at  Selwyn 
House. 

Consequently,  my  message  is 
that,  in  remembering  Addy,  we 
reflect  on  what  his  too-short  life 
taught  us  and  that  we  take  a 
moment  to  count  our  blessings  and 
to  value  our  family  and  friends. 

Following  are  my  words 
delivered  at  Addy's  funeral.  We 
intend  to  further  honour  Addy's 
memory  at  our  opening  assembly 
in  September. 

On  behalf  of  the  entire 
Selwyn  House  community,  I 
want  to  express  our  deepest 
sadness  for  the  untimely  and 
tragic  circumstances  that  bring 
us  together. 

Even   in  a  world  that's  not 
perfect,  this  is  an  unnatural  order  of  how  the  universe 
should  unfold. 

Our  expression  of  sympathy  and  of  condolences  to 
Addy's  family  is  boundless. 

In  sharing  memories  of  Addy  with  some  of  his  teachers, 
his  friends  and  his  friends'  parents,  I've  gotten  to  know 
Addy  better  than  I  had. 

My  respect  for  him  grew  with  each  conversation. 

As  an  excellent  student,  he  was  admired  by  both  his 
teachers  and  classmates  for  his  work  ethic  and  intelligence. 


As  a  talented  athlete,  he  was 
valued  as  a  selfless  teammate  and 
for  his  determination. 

As  a  citizen  of  our 
community,  Addy  was  the 
epitome  of  what  we  expect  from 
a  fully  engaged  and  positive 
contributor  to  school  life. 

Everyone  speaks  of  his 
delightful  and  playful  sense  of 
humour  and,  at  times,  of  his 
mischievous  sense  of  fun. 

Parents  of  Addy's  friends  who 
welcomed  him  into  their  homes, 
speak  of  how  much  they  enjoyed 
his  polite,  easy  and  considerate 
interaction  with  their  families 
and  of  how  much  they  enjoyed 
having  him  in  their  homes. 

But,  it's  of  Addy  as  a  friend 

that  I  heard  some  of  the  nicest 

things.     His     teacher,     Carol 

Manning,  said  that  she  observed 

Addy  Pathak  Addy   as   what   she   termed   an 

undemanding   friend.    What   a 
lovely  way  to  express  an  important  aspect  of  friendship! 

When  I  mentioned  this  to  his  friend  Brian  Hodhod,  he 
said:  "That's  it;  that's  Addy." 

He  would  always  reach  out  to  friends  and  had  a 
remarkable  ability  to  cheer  you  up  or  help  you  put  things  in 
perspective. 

With  admiration  and  with  thanks  for  the  contributions 
he  made  to  our  lives,  I  conclude  by  assuring  you  that  you 
can  only  imagine  how  much  we  will  miss  but  not  forget  this 
young  gentleman  at  Selwyn  House.

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Prizegiving  mixes  milestones,  mourning

The  2003  Prizegiving  was  a  mixture  of  celebration  and 
grief.  The  June  19  ceremony  was  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  Selwyn  House  Grade  9  student  Addy 
Pathak,  whose  sudden  and  tragic  accidental  death  on  June  6 
had  shocked  and  saddened  the  School  community. 

Turning  to  the  topic  of  construction,  a  matter  that  has 
permeated  the  school  year,  Headmaster  William  Mitchell 
thanked  faculty,  students  and  parents  for  their 
understanding  and  cooperation  in  making  a  success  of 
"Safety  First,"  which  had  been  a  primary  concern 
throughout  the  year.  He  continued  by  appealing  for  the 
same  degree  of  cooperation  next  year,  when  we  will  have  to 
learn  how  to  live  in  new  surroundings  and  adapt  to  the 
implementation  of  block  scheduling,  the  ACCESS 
programme  and  laptops  in  the  Middle  School.

"That,  I  believe,  is  a  gift 
for  life  and  it  will  serve  you,  your  family  and  your 
community  well  in  the  fiiture.  If  you  exercise  it  in  a 
thoughtful,  responsible  and  compassionate  way,  it  has  a 
great  capacity  for  doing  good. 

"In  saying  this  I  don't  want  anyone  to  be  misled.  We 
don't  believe  that  we  as  teachers  have  all  the  ans%vers.  We 
know  we  work  with  talented  students  who  for  the  most  part 
welcome  the  challenge  we  offer.  But,  to  get  their  total 
engagement,  we  need  the  help,  support  and  encouragement 
of  their  parents.  It's  that  dynamic  that  makes  the 
engagement  work  -  that  creates  that  spark  of  understanding 
or  that  sigh  of  satisfaction  we  all  experience  when  we  know 
we  have  done  a  difficult  job  well,  honestly  and  responsibly. 
"For  that,  we  thank  you  and  your  parents. 
Congratulations.  We  wish  you  continued  good  fortune  as 
you  apply  your  SeKv\'n  House  experience  to  your  fiiture 
I  endeavours.''      .         ,    .

"You  have  opened  a  world  of  opportunity' 
for  me  and  have  shown  me  the  merit  of  education  and  the 
importance  of  family. " 

But,  perhaps  his  most  enthusiastic  praise  was  reser\ed  for 
his  fellow  classmates.  "What  I  realized  while  reflecting  on 
my  grade  recently  is  that  I  couldn't  think  of  one  student 
who  didn't  hold  his  moral  convictions  close  to  his  heart,"  he 
said.

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Senior  Play  —  Rhinoceros 


Is  an  average  person  able  to  resist  the  compulsion  to 
conform  and  be  like  everyone  else?  That  is  the  central 
question  posed  by  Eugene  lonesco  in  his  1959  play 
Rhinoceros.  lonesco  was  a  major  exponent  of  the  Theatre  of 
the  Absurd,  which  grew  out  of  Antonin  Artaud's  Theatre  of 
Cruelty,  a  reaction  to  a  world  engulfed  by  war.  This  was  a 
time  when  existentialism  dominated  intellectual  circles, 
particularly  in  France,  where  lonesco  lived.  Many  of  his 
plays,  notably  The  Chairs  and  The  Bald  Soprano,  are 
touchstones  of  the  Absurdist  Movement.  The  movement 


expressed  its  disaffection  with  humanity  by  deeming  life  an 
illogical  predicament  caused  by  social  forces. 

When  Rhinoceros  was  first  produced  in  Paris  in  1960, 
Jean  Louis  Barrault  directed  the  play  and  took  the  role  of 
Berenger.  Several  months  later,  a  London  production 
directed  by  Orson  Welles  starred  Lawrence  Olivier  as 
Berenger.  The  following  year,  the  play  was  produced  on 
Broadway  starring  Eli  Wallach  as  Berenger  and  Zero  Mostel 
as  Jean.

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ClosCy  but  no  cigaVy  for  Gryphon  robot

"Oi 


n  paper,  it  was  the  best  year  we've  ever  had," 
I  says  Selwyn  House  science  teacher  Tom 
Downey.  "We  just  don't  have  a  lot  of  hardware 
to  show  for  it." 

Mechanical  problems  kept  the  Selwyn  House  robotics 
team  out  of  the  top  spots  in  the  final  rounds  at  the  CRC 
Robotics  Competition  at  College  Laval  in  February. 

In  the  competition,  entitled  "Hyperbol,"  robots 
designed  and  built  by  high  school  and  CEGEP  students 
competed  against  one  another  in  a  three-dimensional 
bowling  game.  Working  in  teams  of  two,  the  remote- 
controlled  robots  had  to  pick  up  foam  balls  placed  on  the 
playing  court  and  fire  them  at  their  opponents'  Hyperbol 
pins  to  knock  them  over,  meanwhile  blocking  the  balls 
being  fired  by  the  two  opposing  robots. 

The  competition  includes  much  more  than  the  actual 
game.  Each  school  team  was  also  required  to  produce  a 
video,  a  Web  page,  and  a  print  journal  of  their  project,  and 
set  up  a  kiosk  at  the  competition.  Each  of  these  projects  is 
judged  as  well,  and  the  resulting  points  determine  a  school's 
final  standing. 

The  Selwyn  House  robot  did  not  do  well  in  the 
Hyperbol  game  itself  However,  the  SHS  team  took  fourth 
place  for  their  journal,  fift:h  for  their  video,  sixth  for  their 
Web  page  and  ninth  among  the  kiosks.  The  Gryphons  also 
won  second-place  honours  for  sportsmanship,  based  on  the 
votes  of  all  the  students  taking  part  in  the  competition. 

Motor  failure  on  Friday  night  forced  the  Selwyn  House 
team  to  rebuild  the  entire  electrical  system.  They  were  able 
to  repair  the  robot,  but  couldn't  regain  the  momentum  they 
had  going  into  the  event. 

As  a  strategic  design  element,  the  SHS  robot  included  a 
storage  bin  large  enough  to  scoop  up  all  the  balls  on  the 
court  and  hoard  them.  "There  were  only  a  few  robots  in  the 
competition  that  could  hold  more  than  two  or  three  balls  at 
a  time,"  explains  Mr.  Downey. 

The  Selwyn  House  team  continued  to  make  design 
changes  right  up  until  the  day  of  competition.  When 
mechanical  problems  set  them  back,  the  team  kept 
tenaciously  working  on  the  robot,  even  after  they  had  been 
eliminated  from  the  upper  levels  of  competition.  "The  kids 
were  amazing, "  Mr.  Downey  says. 

The  way  the  elimination  rounds  are  organized,  one 
mistake  can  cost  a  school  several  places  in  the  final 
standings.  "The  difference  between  last  place  and  the 
middle  of  the  pack  is  very  small,"  Mr.  Downey  points  out. 

For  the  first  seven  years  of  its  robotics  programme. 
Selw)'n  House  competed  under  the  aegis  of  an  organization 
called  Canada  First.  Two  years  ago,  Selwyn  House  science

teachers  Brad  Moffat,  Tom  Downey  and  Mike  Downey, 
along  with  Andre  Barrette  of  College  Laval,  established 
CRC  Robotics  in  affiliation  with  the  Educational  Alliance 
for  Science  and  Technology',  which  organizes  science  fairs  in 
Quebec. 

"We  felt  we  could  offer  a  better  educational  experience, 
at  a  low  cost  and  open  to  everyone,"  explains  Mike  Downey. 
"Our  goal  is  to  become  a  national  competition." 

CRC  Robotics  is  growing  fast.  "Last  year  we  had  only 
seven  teams.  This  year  we  had  eighteen.  The  competition 
tripled  with  no  publicity-.  Were  aiming  at  thirrk-six  teams 
next  \'ear. " 

After  the  CRC  Robotics  competition,  the  SeUsyn  House 
robot  was  booked  for  a  tour,  of  sorts.  Approximately  one 
thousand  spectators  watched  the  Selwyn  House  team  take 
part  in  a  robotics  demonstration  at  the  ISCI  Centre  at  the 
Old  Port  on  March  1.  On  March  '^  the  robot  was  a  featured 
attraction  at  the  Montreal  Bell  Science  Fair  at  Pierrefonds

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Tan  wins  at  Canada-  Wide  Science  Fair

Gold  Medal  performances  at 
both  the  regional  and 
provincial  science  fairs  recently 
earned  Justin  Tan  lOB  a  berth  at  the 
Canada  Wide  Science  Fair  in  Calgar}' 
during  the  week  of  May  10-18. 

Once  again,  Justin  did  himself  and 
Selwyn  House  School  proud  in 
meriting  the  following  recognition:  a 
silver  medal  in  life  sciences;  a 
Canadian  Society  for  Medical 
Laboratory  Science  Award;  a  Genome 
Canada  Award;  a  Petro-Canada  Peer 
Innovation  Award  and  an  entrance 
scholarship  to  the  University  of 
Western  Ontario. 

Justin's  win  is  the  culmination  of  a 
year-long  research  project  that  began 
last  summer  during  a  trip  to  Japan. 
There  Justin  found  a  sponsor  eager  to 
support  his  research  on  various 
methods  of  preserving  oocytes  (eggs) 


for  assisted  reproduction  in  cattle  and 
humans. 

Working  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital  labs,  Justin  conducted 
experiments  on  some  1,500  eggs  to 
find  a  fast-freezing  method  that  would 


not  damage  the  eggs. 

"Because  oocytes  are  highly 
sensitive  to  chilling,  cryopreservation 
techniques  are  not  well  developed  in 
most  species,"  Justin  explains.  "An 
alternative  method  that  has  been  used 
involves  vitrification  with  high 
concentrations  of  cryoprotectants, 
which  upon  rapid  cooling  imparts  a 
glasslike  state.  This  project  is  to  test  the 
feasibility  of  using  vitrification  as  a 
reliable  method  to  freeze  human 
oocytes. 

"The  cryoprotectant  replaces  water 
in  the  cell  so  ice  crystals  never  form 
and  the  cell  never  dies,"  he  says. 

Justin  says  the  best  part  of  his 
experience  at  the  Canada- Wide 
Science  Fair  was  meeting  and 
exchanging  ideas  with  fellow  scientists. 
"It  was  more  of  a  gathering  than  a 
competition,"  he  says.

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Bernstein  finishes  ninth  at  Worlds

Selwyn  House  Grade  1 1 
student  Sean  Bernstein 
came  ninth  overall  at 
the  World  Individual  Public 
Speaking  and  Debating 
Championship,  held  at  Queen 
Anne's  School  in  Reading, 
England  between  March  26  and 
April  1. 

Sean  began  a  successftil  year 
in  public  speaking  by  taking 
first-place  honours  at  the 
Quebec  Student  Debating 
Association  public  speaking 
competition  November  19  at 
Loyola  High  School,  competing 
in  three  events:  Impromptu 
Speaking,  Interpretive  Reading, 
and  Persuasive  Speaking. 

In  the  Impromptu  Speaking 
event,  competitors  must  prepare 
a  speech  on  a  subject  revealed  to 
them  only  two  minutes 
beforehand.  Sean's  assigned 
topic  was,  "It's  a  lot  harder  to 
push  someone  up  a  ladder  il  he's 
not  willing  to  climb  it  by 
himself." 

For  the  Reading  event,  Sean  chose  excerpts  from  Lies  My 
Father  Told  Me  by  Ted  Allen. 

In  the  Persuasive  Speaking  category,  Sean  delivered  an 
eight-minute  speech  on  the  subject  of  how  women  are 
advancing  socially  and  academically  with  respect  to  men. 

Sean  says  he  really  wanted  to  do  well  in  this  event.  "It 
was  really  nerve-wracking  knowing  this  could  have  been  my 
last  time  speaking  for  Selwyn  House,"  he  recalls. 

He  needn't  have  worried.  After  his  win  at  Loyola,  Sean 
went  on  to  place  third  overall  at  the  National  Individual 
Public  Speaking  and  Debating  Championship,  held  at  St 
John's  Ravenscourt  School  in  Winnipeg  between  January  31 
and  February  4. 

In  this  event,  speakers  competed  in  four  categories.  In 
Persuasive  Speaking,  Sean  won  third  place  for  his  speech  on 
the  subject  of  accountabilit)'.  He  took  eighth  place  overall  in 
Debating,  arguing  topics  ranging  from  aggressive  American 
foreign  policy,  to  the  influence  of  capitalist  views  on  moral 
values,  to  video  games.

"The  competition  was  the 
toughest  I've  ever  faced,"  Sean 
says.  "These  were  some  of  the 
best  in  the  world,  not  just  in 
Canada." 

"The  outcome,"  he  says, 
"was  pleasing  and  surprising." 
His  Winnipeg  win  qualified  him 
to  go  to  the  Worlds,  held  from 
March  26  to  April  1.  The 
Worlds  com.petition  was 
originally  scheduled  to  be  held 
in  Cyprus,  but  was  moved  to 
Reading,  England  for  securit)' 
reasons. 

Once  again,  participants 
competed  in  four  categories.  In 
Persuasive  Speaking,  Sean  took 
third  place.  He  also  competed  in 
Debating,  Interpretive  Reading 
and  Impromptu  Speaking. 

Sean's  total  point  standing 
earned  him  ninth-place  honours 
overall. 

The  approximately  fifty 
competitors  who  took  part  in 
the  Worlds  were  drawn  from  English-language  schools  in 
the  following  countries:  Canada,  the  U.S.,  Israel,  Pakistan. 
Germany,  Lithuania,  the  United  Kingdom  and  CN-pnis. 
Sean  says  his  fellow  participants  were  an  elite  group  of 
students.  "They  earned  their  ranking  as  the  best  in  the 
world,"  he  says. 

Mr.  Bernstein's  coach,  SeKvyn  House  English  teacher 
Kathi  Biggs,  agrees.  "Every  one  of  the  contestants  was 
amazing,"  she  says.  She  says  it  is  "a  huge  accomplishment" 
tor  any  student  to  place  among  the  finalists  in  such  an 
event. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  a  SeKvyn  House  student  has 
represented  Canada  at  the  Worlds.  In  1996,  Gandhar 
Chakravart}'  competed  in  Cv-prus.  In  2000.  SelwTi  House 
graduate  Theo  McLauchlin,  who  was  attending 
Marianopolis  but  was  still  coached  by  Kathi  Biggs,  took  first 
place  in  the  Worlds  competition  in  South  Africa.

Excitement  reigned  as  three 
successive  "Open  the 
Box"  events  were  held  on 
June  10,  June  12  and  June  17 
for  students  entering  the  Middle 
School  in  September  2003. 
These  events,  part  of  the 
ACCESS  programme  for  the 
integration  of  technology  at 
Selwyn  House,  launched  the 
laptop  portion  of  the 
programme.

The  laptops  will  not  replace 
other  learning  tools,  but  they 
will  add  new  alternatives, 
opportunities  and  enrichment  for  students  and  staff  alike. 

Each  student  was  issued  an  IBM  Thinkpad  laptop,  a 
lock  and  a  backpack  in  which  to  transport  it.  The 
computers  are  fully  loaded  with  all  the  software  that  the 
students  will  be  using  next  year,  including  First  Class,  our 
new  e-mail  and  communication  software.  This  model  is 
lighter  than  those  currently  used  at  the  school,  and  it  comes

with  a  long-life  battery  rated  for 
nine  hours. 

Before  the  students  could 
claim  their  laptops,  they  were 
introduced  to  the  Responsible 
Use  Agreement,  a  document 
that  sets  out  rules  and 
responsibilities  for  the  students. 
Essentially,  any  decisions  on 
proper  use  of  their  laptop  must 
be  guided  by  three  questions:  Is 
it  legal?  Is  it  appropriate?  Will  it 
compromise  my  computer 
and/or  my  home  or  school 
network? 

The  students  were  run 
through  procedures  on  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  their  laptops 
as  well  as  the  rudiments  of  First  Class,  and  then  they  were 
off  and  running — running  programs,  setting  up 
backgrounds  and  personalizing  their  desktops. 

The  Middle  School  staff  is  primed  and  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  the  tool  we  now  have  at  our  disposal.  We  will 
keep  you  posted!

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Math  Olympians  win  medals

Math  Olympiad  is  a  new 
programme  that  provides 
opportunities  for  students  to 
be  engaged  in  creative  problem-solving 
activities  that  develop  their  ability  to 
reason,  to  be  logical,  resourceful  and 
intellectually  stimulated  about 
mathematics.  Throughout  the  winter 
months,  top  Grade  5  and  Grade  6 
math  students  participated  in  this 
exciting  Co-op  activity.  Each  month, 
the  boys  wrote  an  exam  with  five 
questions — the  same  exam  taken 
worldwide  by  over  95,000  other 
students.  Two  of  our  boys,  Trevor  and 
Graham  Hooton,  received  gold  pins 
for  scoring  22  out  of  a  possible  25,  a 
feat  that  put  them  in  the  top  two  per 
cent  of  competing  students.  Derek 
Burrows  and  Alessandro  Galeone 
received  silver  pins,  putting  them  in 
the  top  ten  per  cent.  It  was  a  great  year, 
and  we  look  forward  to  running  the 
program  again  next  year  in  Co-op!

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Selwyn  House  Film  Festival  draws  rave  reviews

It  wasn't  exacdy  Cannes  or  Sundance, 
but  there  was  a  lot  of  cinematic 
excitement  in  the  air  on  the  evening 
of  January  15,  2003  for  the  first  Selwyn 
House  Film  Festival. 

Four  movies,  written,  directed,  filmed 
and  edited  entirely  by  SHS  Elementary 
School  students,  were  screened  for  an 
appreciative  audience.  The  films  were:  A 
Voice  from  the  Past  by  Jesse  Kaufman, 
Philip  Vineberg  and  Stephen  Mashaal; 
The  Qtiestion  by  Louis  Gervais,  Graham 
Hooton  and  Trevor  Hooton;  The  jar  by 
Anthony  Lowther;  and  The  Overcoat  by 
Myles  Lann. 

The  idea  for  the  film  festival  grew  out 
of  a  chance  meeting  between  Elementary 
School  Director  Gerald  Fallon  and  SHS 
parent  Jimmy  Kaufman,  who  has 
twenty-five  years'  experience  in  the  film 
industry.  "Mr  Kaufman's  purpose  was  to 
provide  an  opportunity  to  all  participants 
to  clearly  understand  the  organizational, 
creative  and  business  aspects  of  motion  picture  production," 
Mr.  Fallon  explains.  "Each  participant  was  involved  in  a 
learning  process  integrating  writing  skills,  multimedia 
technology,  drama,  music  and  visual  art. " 

The  students  began  working  on  their  films  in  February 
2002,  using  the  Selwyn  House  digital  video  camera.  They 
took  part  in  a  series  of  workshops  on  everything  from 
scriptwriting  to  casting,  scouting  locations,  costumes, 
props,  rehearsal,  camera  movement,  editing  and  scoring. 
They  learned  how  to  schedule  the  entire  production  in 
order  to  meet  the  project  deadline. 

On  opening  night,  Mr.  Kaufman  said  he  was  "deeply 
humbled  by  the  experience"  of  assisting  these  budding 
filmmakers  with  their  projects.  "I  can't  say  enough  about  the

kids  who  made  these  films,  and  the  parents,  families  and 
friends  who  worked  alongside  them,"  Mr.  Kaufman  told  the 
audience. 

To  enhance  the  movie-going  experience  for  the 
audience,  a  popcorn  maker  was  brought  in  for  the  screening 
in  the  Lucas  gym. 

A  second  film  festival  is  already  under  way,  with  seven 
films  in  the  first  stages  of  production.  This  time,  students 
from  ECS  and  The  Study  are  also  taking  part.  Shooting  of 
the  second  batch  of  movies  is  scheduled  to  start  in  early 
April,  with  a  screening  at  the  end  of  May.  For  the  second 
series  of  movies,  student  film  editors  from  Concordia 
University  will  be  available  to  advise  each  team.

'Brain  Lady  makes  mental  sparks  fly

Brains  of  all  ages  must  have 
been  sprouting  new  branches 
after  the  April  8  visit  by  Dr. 
Kathie  Nunley,  an  educator  and 
lecturer  who  has  become  known  in 
the  Selwyn  House  community  as 
"the  brain  lady."  Dr.  Nunley's 
inftjrmative  and  entertaining 
lectures  on  the  workings  of  the 
human  brain  have  proven  so  popular 
with  Selwyn  House  parents  that  she 
was  brought  back  to  the  School  for  a 
third  visit. 

During  the  day,  Dr.  Nunley 
spoke  to  students  from  Trafalgar, 
Villa  Maria,  The  Study,  Lower 
Canada  College  and  Selwyn  House. 
In  the  evening,  she  kept 
approximately  five  hundred  parents 
fascinated  for  two  hours. 

As  a  parent  and  a  high-school 
teacher.  Dr.  Nunley  applies  the  latest 
discoveries  about  brain  function, 
acquired  through  recent  innovations 
in  MRI  imaging  techniques,  to 
classroom  situations. 

Dr.  Nunley  says  that  humans  prefer  to  use  their  lower 
brain  (the  spinal  cord  and  limbic  system)  to  perform  rote 
tasks,  employing  the  higher  prefrontal  cortex  only  when  the 
situation  demands  one's  ftiU  attention.  The  limbic  system, 
sometimes  called  "the  reptilian  brain,"  can  deal  with  only 
three  concerns:  eating,  fighting  or  fleeing,  and  mating.  Dr. 
Nunley  told  a  group  of  SHS  Senior  boys  that  the  reptilian 
brain  is  dominant  during  adolescence,  especially  among 
males.  At  around  age  twenty-two,  the  preftontal  cortex 
kicks  in  to  mitigate  this  dominance  with  reasoned,  reflective 
thought. 

Dr.  Nunley  may  have  further  shocked  her  youthful 
audience  by  telling  them,  "By  age  twelve  you  have  thrown 
away  eighty  per  cent  of  your  brain  cells."  This,  she  reassured 
them,  is  the  normal  casting  ofi^of  unused  cells,  and  does  not 
impede  brain  development.  On  the  contrary,  "weeding  out" 
the  unused  cells  makes  space  for  the  remaining  cells  to  grow 
more  branches,  or  dendrites,  that  connect  to  other  cells  for 
the  exchange  of  electrical  energy  that  makes  up  brain 
function. 

I  he  actual  construction  ot  new  brain  connections  takes 
place  during  sleep.  Dr.  Nunley  explained.  A  student  must 
get  enough  sleep — regular  sleep — in  order  to  process  the

practical   family   and 


information  he  learns  during  the 
day.  "If  you  haven't  wired  this 
information  in  tonight,  it's  lost  to 
you,"  she  told  the  SHS  seniors. 

Neurotransmitters  are  chemicals 
that  facilitate  communication 
bet%veen  brain  cells.  Dr.  Nunle\- 
discussed  various  recreational 
drugs,  explaining  that  people  use 
these  substances  to  mimic  pleasure- 
inducing  neurotransmitters  that 
occur  naturally  in  the  brain. 

Because  the  teenage  brain  has 
not  finished  growing  its  protective 
fatty  layer,  it  is  much  more 
susceptible  to  damage  from 
alcohol,  she  said.  "Under  age 
twent)'-two,  the  worst  thing  you 
can  do  to  your  brain  is  use  alcohol," 
she  warned.  "It  can  cause 
permanent  damage  to  your 
thinking  and  reasoning  skills." 

Dr.  Nunley's  evening  lecture 
took  on  a  more  adult  tone,  dealing 
with  how  the  brain  changes  throughout  one's  lifetime.  The 
200  billion  brain  cells  we  have  at  birth  are  really  only  a 
fraction  of  the  525  billion  cells  we  had  as  a  26-week-old 
fetus.  "You  were  born  with  half  your  brain  already  gone,  and 
it's  been  going  downhill  ever  since,"  she  commiserated. 

But,  as  she  reiterated,  this  cell  loss  is  normal  as  the  brain 
matures.  On  the  other  hand,  ftinctional  deterioration  of  the 
brain  begins  in  ones  mid-thirties,  she  told  her  audience. 
Therefore,  learning  is  good  exercise  for  the  mature  brain. 
"He  with  the  most  [dendrite]  branches  withstands 
Alzheimer's  and  dementia  better." 

Reiterating  the  point  made  earlier  to  students,  she 
reminded  parents  ot  the  "huge  sleep  deprivation  problem" 
children  tace  today,  which  impedes  their  learning  abilit}'. 

If  they  want  to  produce  good  students.  Dr.  Nunley 
advised  parents  ot  pre-schoolers  to:  raise  their  children  in  an 
environment  rich  in  sensor)-  stimulation;  communicate 
with  them  in  a  rich,  adult  vocabular)-,  and  show  them  that 
their  parents  enjoy  reading. 

She  wrapped  up  her  talk  by  pointing  out  that  living  in 
Quebec  gives  one  a  learning  advantage.  "People  who  arc 
bilingual  arc  much  better  problem-solvers,"  she  said.

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Fleiszer  brings  Grey  Cup  to  SHS

On  January  9, 
Selwyn  House 
Old  Boy  Tim 
Fleiszer  '92,  a  defensive 
tackle  with  the  Grey 
Cup-winning  Montreal 
Alouettes,  brought  his 
team's  trophy  to  Selwyn 
House  so  that  students 
could  get  a  first-hand 
look  at  the  coveted  cup. 

Mr.  Fleiszer  spoke  to 
separate  assemblies  of 
Elementary,  Middle  and 
Senior  School  boys.  The 
students  peppered  him 
with  questions,  later 
pressing  forward  for 
autographs  and  a  chance 
to  touch  the  cup  that  has 
been  the  most  sought- 
after  prize  in  Canadian 
football  since  1908,  the 
same  year  Selwyn  House  was  founded. 

"You  can  do  anything  if  you  try  hard  enough,"  Mr. 
Fleiszer  told  the  Middle  School  boys.  "Always  follow  your 
dreams  and  never  give  up,"  he  said.  He  stressed  that 
schooling  is  essential  for  success,  no  matter  what  profession 
one  goes  into. 

The  2002  football  season  was  a  successful  one  for  Mr. 
Fleiszer.  The  Alouettes  defeated  the  Edmonton  Eskimos  25- 
16  on  November  24,  bringing  the  Canadian  Football 
League  championship  title  to  Montreal  for  the  first  time  in 
a  quarter-century. 

"I  have  seen  the  cup  on  TV  before,  but  it  was  really  cool 
to  touch  it,"  said  Sam  Gilbert  7C.  "I  thought  Mr.  Fleiszer 
was  really  inspiring.  I'm  not  too  big,  but  I  would  like  to  play 
in  the  NHL.  Mr.  Fleiszer  told  me  not  to  give  up  on  my 
dreams. " 

"It  was  something  special  for  the  cup  to  be  at  my 
school,"  said  Nathaniel  Blumer  7C.  "When  I  told  my 
parents,  they  were  really  excited.  I  was  impressed  that  Mr. 
Fleiszer  went  to  Harvard  and  then  went  into  sports  rather 
than  becoming  a  doctor  or  something.  He  pointed  out  that 
playing  sports  requires  some  thinking,  or  you  might  get  hit 
by  a  250-pound  player."

Teachers  develop  new  way  of  evaluating  student  progress

This  year  at  Selwyn  House,  a  team  of  five  Elementary 
School  teachers  (Isabelle  Goyer,  Irene  Lunt, 
Claudine  Mattel,  Evi  Pachis  and  I)  are  developing  a 
new  process  of  evaluation  by  focusing  on  performance  and 
portfolio  assessment. 

The  current  educational  reform  policy  states  that 
evaluation  must  be  a  central  component  of  the  curriculum. 
Learning  must  work  hand  in  hand  with  evaluation  or 
assessment  practices.  Kay  Burke  (1999)  and  Robin  Fogerty 
(1998)  advocate  a  balanced  approach  to  assessment  with  a 
focus  on  three  components: 

Traditional  assessment 
Assessments  such  as  spelling  tests,  objective  quizzes,  and 
homework    assignments    are    conventional    assessment 
practices.  There  is  a  need  to  explore  a  more  varied  approach 
to  assessment. 

Performance  assessment 
Performance  tasks  such  as  oral  presentations,  speeches, 
poster  displays,  research  projects  or  journal  entries  reflect 
the  classroom  reality.  Teachers  will  emphasize  tasks  that 
permit  choice  or  require  research  or  critical  thinking  skills, 
and  where  learning  outcomes  (rubrics)  are  pre-determined 


with  clear  standards  and  criteria  for  excellence. 
Portfolio  assessment 

Some  of  the  performance  tasks  will  then  be  collected  in 
a  portfolio.  The  organization  of  this  portfolio,  be  it  paper  or 
electronic,  will  be  based  on  a  set  of  learning  goals.  The 
learner  must  reflect  on  the  achievement  of  these  goals,  and 
the  portfolio  should  demonstrate  the  student's 
development,  improvement  and  growth  over  time.  Because 
self-evaluation  is  an  important  component  of  assessment, 
the  teacher  must  meet  with  each  student  individually  to 
complete  the  process.  We  will  help  the  students  recognize 
when  and  how  to  use  their  knowledge  by  conferencing  with 
them,  monitoring  their  progress  and  sening  individual 
goals.  The  teacher  will  assist  and  discuss  each  students  self- 
evaluation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  teachers  working  on  this 
development  project  will  have  produced  an  assessment 
resource  that  will  be  shared  with  other  teachers  to  continue 
our  objectives  to  have  innovative  evaluation  practices 
complement  the  valuable  traditional  practices  we  have  relied 
on  for  many  years.

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Virginia  Ferguson  named  Librarian  of  the  Year

Virginia  Ferguson,  Head  Librarian 
at  Selwyn  House  School,  received 
the  2002  Anne  Galler  Award  for 
Outstanding  Library  Service  from  the 
Quebec  Library  Association.  The 
presentation  took  place  at  the  Black 
Watch  Armoury  on  December  11,  2002. 
"The  Anne  Galler  Award  is  more  than 
special  for  me  because  it  was  Anne  who 
was  responsible  for  getting  me  my 
summer  job  at  Selwyn  House  between  the 
first  and  second  years  of  my  Masters 
studies  at  McGill,"  Mrs.  Ferguson 
explains.  "It  was  left  to  me  to  create  the 
library  we  now  know  out  of  a  tiny  room 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  Lucas  Building. 
Anne  Galler  trained  me  to  put  my  first- 
year  graduate-student  knowledge  to  work 
in  creating  what  we  would  call  the  entire 
data  base  for  a  library,  from  cataloguing 
and  classification  to  typing  cards,  filing  cards,  ordering 
fiirniture  and  so  on.  From  time  to  time  after  we  were  up  and 
running,  Anne  would  come  by  to  comment  on  the  state  of 
our  SHS  baby  library. 


"In  a  few  years,  Anne  came  back  to 
check  on  us  once  more  and  she  said,  'I 
think  you  probably  have  the  finest 
library  on  the  island!'  This  was  high 
praise,  so  the  award  is  especially 
meaningfol  to  me." 

Today,  the  Geoffrey  Wanstall 
Memorial  Library  contains  over  38,000 
print  and  non-print  items,  fifteen  per 
cent  of  which  are  in  French.  The  library 
also  subscribes  to  several  on-line  Internet 
services,  such  as  Ebsco  (full-text 
magazine  articles)  SIRS  (social  issues 
research  service  with  800  worldwide 
journals)  Eureka/l'Actualite  (full-text 
French  newspapers),  Canada  Newsdisk 
On-Line,  Gale  Literary  Databases  on- 
line, Britannica  On-Line.  Students  have 
access  to  120  interactive  CD-ROMs,  to 
be  used  on  eight  Pentium  3  workstations, 
four  OPACs  and  an  integrated  on-line  library  management 
system.  Junior  and  Senior  boys  receive  story  hours  and 
library  services  in  our  two  special  story  rooms,  main 
reference  area,  and  silent  study  area  and  conference  rooms.
